In previous articles the writer has confined 


himself to the discussion of "Curiosities Re- 
ipecting Human Beings." It is now proposed 
to deviate from the rule and give an account 
of some of the rarest specimens of mechan- 
ical Ingenuity which the skilled artists of the 
world hare ever been able to produce, an ac- 
connt which could appropriately be entitled 
"An Encyclopedia of Little Wonders."

bump of inquisitiveness abnormally devel- 
oped would, no doubt, spend several dollars 
and ride a good many miles to see tho great 
fifty ton Krupp hammer in the gun works nt 
Essen, Germany, working as smoothly and as 
regularly as an eight day clock. But, even 
alter that, he would ride an equal distance, if 
not farther—provided his money held out—to 
see Professor Schumann's model of the above 


THE MODEL AND THE FLEA, 


Prof. Schumann, who lives at Berne, 


Switzerland, worked seven years on his 
model Tho frame, hammer and pulleys, all 
complete, weigh but one and a half grains. 
The hammer is solid gold, the pulleys German 
silver aud the frame platinum. 
A flea, 


trained by the professor, will, at the word of 
command, hoist the hammer to the top of 
the frame, where it is automatically set free, 
descending in precisely the same manner as 
the monster after which it was modeled.

POSTAL CAXD TVMTDEF.3. 


In the year 1SS1 The Chicago Inter Ocean 


jaade mention of. a gentleman who had writ- 
tea the entire first chapter of the gospel of 
St. John on the blank side of a postal card. 


That little notice, innocent as it was, caused 


. the editor several sleepless nights. Within 
the next three days postal cards and slips of 
paper with minute specimens of penmanship 
began to pour in from all directions. Among 
the hundreds of samples submitted for in- 
spection tho editor acknowledged that tho 
greatest curiosity was a postal card from 
John J. Taylor, of Streator, Ills., upon which 
was written 4,100 words in legible characters, 
the whole embracing the first, second and 
third chapters of St. John and nineteen verses 
ol the fourth chapter of the samo and also the 
sixth and seventh chapters of St. Matthew, 
besides having nine words in which mistakes 
occurred crossed out. All of this wonderful 
production which the editor acknowledges 
would make three columns of his paper set in 
jninior type, could be plainly read with the 
caked eye. A Lacedsemouian once wrote in 
letters of gold a poem of eight lines, the whole 
of which he inclosed within a grain of all- 
gpice and sent as a present to the shah of 
Persia; an act which the untutored monarch 
did. not seem to appreciate, inasmuch as he 
ordered the penman thrown into prison, 
where he languished several months until at 
last set free through the influence of tho 
American consul. 


In 1S83 a Jewish penmen at Vienna, Aus- 


tria, wrote 400 letters on a common sized 
grain of wheat. It seems that tho emperor 
tad failed to sign a bill .allowing the Jew to 
become a clerk in some of the royal depart- 
ments, giving as a reason that it was abso- 
lutely necessary to have an uncommon good 
panman in that department. After finishing 
the cereal wonder and dispatching it to his 
majesty the Jew picked up a common visit- 
ing card and wrote a prayer for the imperial 
farnily on its edge. This was also rent to the 
emperor. It is needless to add that tho dex- 
terous Babrew was installed at the head of a 
department next day. 


BONI WITH A DIAMOND. 


• These wonderful feats with tho'pen, which 
ore all true to tho letter havo been complete- 
ly overshadowed by the incomprehensible 
achievements of William Webb, of London, 
England. In 1SS6 Mr. Webb invented a 
machine which was composed of exquisitely 
graduated wheels, running a tiny diamond 
point at the end of an almost equally tiny 
arm, whereby he was able to write upon glass 
the whole of tho Lord's Prayer within a space 
which measured the two hundred and ninety- 
fourth of an inch in length by tho four hun- 
dred and fortieth of an inch in breadth, or 
about the measurement of a dot over tho let- 
ter "i" in common print. With that machine 
Mr. Webb, or any one else who understood 
operating it, could write tho whole 8,560.480 
Utters of the Old and New Testament eight 
times over in tho space of one inch square. 


When this wonderful microscopic writing 


was enlarged by photography every letter 
and point wero perfect and could bo plainly 
teen. 


In a museum of curiosities at Salem, Mass., 


there is preserved a common cherry seed, or 
stone, hollowed and fashioned like a basket. 
Within tho basket are twelve tiny silver 
spoons, the shape and finish of which cannot 
be distinguished with the naked eye. The 
name of tho artist who constructed this littlo 
wonder has been lost, but the existence of the 
thing itself will not be questioned by any one 
from the old witch headquarters of tho Bay 
(tate. 


Dr. Peter Oliver, who was born in England 


somewhere about the beginning of tho Eight- 
eenth century, tells of seeing a carved cherry 
stone that would bo a wonder even in this era 
of fine tools and Cno workmanship. 
The stone 


was from a common cherry, upon which 
were carred tho heads of 12-J popes, tings, 
saints, queens and emperors, and, small as 
they must necessarily havo been, it is an- 
nounce-'., on the authority of Mr. Oliver, that 
the heads of the popes and kings could readily 
te distinguished from those of tho queens and 
saints by their mitres and crowns. The gen- 
tleman who brought this little wonder to 
England purchased it in Prussia, allowing 
tho original owner £5,000 for his treasure — - 
John W. Wright in St Louis Republic.

STORY 


CAREER. 


OF 


With tho Christies Thirty rears Ago—The 


Days of Small Salaries—A Disastrous 
Tour to Cuba—Uring Several Buys on 
rive CrncUprs—Keating a Bide, 


A genuine old timer in the minstrel busi- 


ness is Joseph M. Norcross, the jovial inter- 
locutor of tho Hnverly-Cloveland minstrels. 
Mi\ Norcross is not very old in rears, only 
about 43, but there aro few whose term of 
service iu the ranks of minstrelsy approaches 
his. It was just about thirty-two years ago 
that he blacked himself up arid earned his 
first dollar as a maker of laughs. It took a 
good many laughs to make a dollar in thoso 
days, and blacking up was not then the simple 
operation it is today. 


Now, carefully prepared burnt cork can be 


purchased ready for use by tho barrel, but 
tho dark faced artists of a third of a century 
ago thought burned wood good enough for,, 
them. Ho had an excellent alto voice and a 
taste for instrumental music, and had made 
something of a reputation from perform- 
ances with amateurs. Assuming the name 
of Joe Norrie and purchasing a violoncello, 
he organized a minstrel company. The or- 
ganization was known as Sharply and Nor- 
rie's minstrels, and included seven perform- 
ers. The instruments of the orchestra con- 
sisted of a violin, banjo, violoncello and jaw- 
bone. 


So encouraged was Mr. Norcross with his 


success that in 1859 he joined tho company 
controlled by IVilliam and Byram Christie, 
r ' is of tho original Christie. 


THAT IMP TO CUBA AXD BACK. 


Ho next joined the .aSolian minstrels and 


made a tour to Cuba and Mesico. Tho per- 
formances were given uudcr canvas, and the 
company, meeting with financial reverses, 
reduced expenses by discharging all tho can- 
vas men and making the stage stars perform 
their duties. His contract called for a salary 
of $30 a week, something really enormous for 
those days. Ho was with tho company six 
months, during which timo he received ex- 
actly two weeks' salary, paid in numerous 
installments. 


They had many adventures during their 


Mexican tour. Itwas at the time of the re- 
bellion, nnd while playing at Bagdad am 
Matamoras a pass was obtained from tho 
Csnfederacy allowing them to cross tho rivc-i 
and show in Brownsville. Mr, Norcross has 
that pass in his possession today. 
AVb.cn the 


company desired to return to tho TJnitec 
States a vessel was chartered to take them to 
New Orleans. It was expected that tho voy- 
age would bo accomplished in less than five 
days, so only provisions enough for that 
length of timo wero taken. Contrary winds 
and dead calms lengthened tho voyago to 
nearly two weeks, and they would certainly 
bave starved had they not fallen in with 
small schooner, from which a barrel of crack- 
ers iva3 obtained. 
Tho crackers were of 


Mexican make, half a foot square, nearly as 
thick through and hard as a brick. They 
wero equally divided among all on board, 
each receiving five. 


When Mr. Norcross and lib company 


reached New Orleans they wero dead broke. 


Without a dollar between them, four es- 


members of tho bankrupt minstrel company 
set out from Now Orleans for home. It was 
a remarkable journey, and can best be told in 
tho words of Mi'. Norcross. Said he: 


"Wo went aboard tho steamer Ruth, which 


was bound up tho Mississippi to Cairo, v.'hers 
we hoped to flnd another boat which would 
carry us to Cincinnati from where wo could 
ake tho cars to Philadelphia. I explained to 
he captain our stato of finances, and he agreed 
;o give us our passage if we would help put 
.ho cargo on board. Having served as can- 
vasmen, wo did not mind hard work, and 
lustied tho bales of cotton about with such 
;ood will that the captain soon called us upon 
deck and said we had done enough. We gave 
a concert that night and pleased tho captain 
>o much that wo were given staterooms. Wo 
continued to entertain the passengers, and 
when we reached Cairo were presented with 


purso of $80. 
' 'I learned from t ho steward that tho steamer 
)arling, which was then, about to Icavo for 
incinnati, was run by splendid sort oE peo- 
)le, so I determined to try and got passage 
without paying for it. I went to tho captain 
with tho recommendation of the steward, and 
asked him if he would not give us our pas- 
sage in exchange for musical entertainments. 
It turned out that tho steward was thorough- 
ly hated by our captain, who, in .great rage, 
refused my request. 


"He said that the steward tried to pass off 


on him all tho dead heats he could rako up. 
One of my companions was a clever piano 
player, and just betoro tho boat was to start 
ho began a performance upon tho steam cal- 
liope, an instrument with which all Missis- 
sippi river boats wero then provided. So 
merrily did he play that tho captain's heart 
was softened and ho inarmed us that wo 
need not go ashore. 


THE DAZXD LANDLORD. 


- "At Cincinnati I separated from my three 
friends. I had about $20 in my pocket, but 
I determined to savo it to buy a suit of 
clothes with, when I readied Philadelphia. I 
know I could not get an engagement unless I 
dressed decently. Chancing to notice a gen- 
tleman, who had no baggage, purchase a 
ticket, I explained my situation to him and 
he agreed to check my two trunks through to 
Philadelphia. I got aboard tho train and 
when the conductor came around I told him 
of the bad fix I was in, but could not induce 
him to pass mo. As ho insisted upon it I got 
off at tho next station intending to board the 
next train. But when tho cars started my 
heart failed me and I got on again. Tho con- 
ductor was rather wrathy when ho found mo 
still aboard his train, butlfln ally won his good 
will and a note to tho next conductor, which 
helped me through to my journey's end. 


"I had nothing to eat from tho timo I left 


Cincinnati until I landed in Philadelphia, ex- 
cept, one meal, and that was a big one. Tho 
train stopped at a restaurant and I wont in 
and ato all I could. When I finished I called 
for tho landlord and said: 'My dear sir, I 
have had a splendid dinner here; I have 
eaten all I can and havo not a cent to pay for 
it. -If I had asked your permission you would 
have refused me. Now that tbe dinner is 
gone, what aro you going to do about itP I 
expected that ho would kick mo out, and 
rather hoped ho might Instead ha looked 
dazed for a moment and then said, 'Havo a 
cigar?'" 


Soon after arriving ia Philadelphia Mr. 


Norcross secured an engagement with Cotton 
and Murphy (J°° Murphy) and his fortunes 
mended rapidly. Of course he has expe- 
rienced tho ups and downs peculiar to his 
profession, but his career has been unusually 
successful. 
TTis voice, which in youth was 


alto, changed to a rich, deep bass and has 
gained for him on enviable reputation as a 
vocalist. Ho has been with most of tho fa- 
mous minstrels of his time, and has crossed 
tho continent seven times. He joined Hav- 
orly's company in 1SS4 and went to Europe 
with that mammoth organization. When 
W. S. Cleveland assumed management of tlio 
company in January, 1SS7, ho was retained 
as stage manager, and has since retained that 
position and contributed much to the won- 
derful success this company has won.—Bos- 
ton Globe.
